Mid to ha*'" laughed. We are greatly 
disposed to think that the - President of 
the .Bradford Chamber of Commerce 
was aD'^'^aiog at the expense of truth, 
ftDd that hia ignorance of Colonial 
tariffs far excels Colonial inability to 
conatri'^t ioteliigiblo and busineHs-liko 
tariffs.

else, that country Wou'd bo invaluable. 
How much more, when its rcsonrces aro 
so greatly more extooS'Ve ftod var.ied ? 
We don^t need the testimony of a half 
witted mountebank like I'rain to tel 
us of this; but considerhig the notoriety 
be has got, and tlie inveterat'O hostility 
bo cherishes to anything British, we 
can look upon what Q^on be says on the 
subject as oot without ^aloe. Every- 
thinj shows that British Columbia is 
indis^pensably neCesHaiy to the New 
Dominion, and nothing which can possi- 
l)ly bo douo lo secure, '^'^ soon as pos- 
Hible, that Colony, as part ot our Coni. 
ioderation, ought to ho Onjilted. That 
this result will come so'io timo or other, 
and at no distant day without any in 
fluenco from tbo Ea t, fully believe 
but considering tbo iiitopes's at sink 
we are perfuudu'l that " doputatiou Iroin 
Caniuia ought to visit the Btioros of tb 
Facitic wiiliom delay, pcrHO"al|y to sie 
how matters stand ; to hold couf'oronco 
with the leading poopio of the Colony, 
and discuss ihe whole question of Con- 
federation frankly and fully, so as to 
remove misopprebonsions ; to counter-. 
act tbe influence of a few battling un- 
ucxationif-ts who may n.^'urally be found 
among thenri, and smooih the way lor 
that country speedily forrniig part of 
the New Dornininn. Such a deputation, 
if formed of tbo ri^ht UieUi Would do 
more to bring round the desired result 
ihiui any quantity of CQrrcJ'pondeuee ; 
iiud would, also, froin 'ho information 
iboy would bring back, t-eo- ihly extend 
ihu general knowledge of the locality 
and deepen the iutoro-t folt i" it, its in- 
babiliin's, and all their belongings. 
The rant of tlio irrcprcflsiblo Train may 
be only a yuiijci:'. for mcrriinent ; Dui. 
tho lellow is not far >^roiiK when he 
talks oi the immense '*alue of Pug* t 
Soond and ils surrocnd'Ogs, destiiitd lo 
be the eontr" of wondroUs industrio.s and 
the scene of oumm'.'ruo nH but unbouud- 
cd. No wonder that Hio Aincricuns 
Hlioiild bo iinxious to sccUro that portion 
of British lerritorj aS well as all lb - 
rest, and that worse men than Train 
dhould spenit of it with eiitbusiasm."

A Gblnamao Taklug Notes. 

The Mandarin in Birlinganae'i trot^po , 
wbo writes op tho manners and cuatoms 
of the various countries for tbo Cbioeso 
archives, baa given tbe Paris correspoD* 
dent of th« London Fast a translation 
of his last letter. In it he speaks of tlio 
table habita of the Paris barbarians. 
" We havo dbed,'' he aajs, " at their 
tables, where the stomach is ozpooted 
to receive with pleasnro some thirty dif- 
ferent objects of lood, nnd, tierhups, ten 
different liqtiida. Tho French and 
other foreigners eH nntil they foci very 
uucomlortahle, and toquiro much medi« 
ciuo dru({9, as may b« soen bj tho many 
chemittt's ("hops in tbi& city. Tboy hove 
tbo same capacity as our pigs. Had 
you been hero the oth' t night and ob- 
Horviid how these puoplo rudely scram- 
bled lor the food at the supper table 
when wo guvo our foto I They put their 
hands violently on tho dishes and dis- 
puled with each other most roughly." 
In telling aboat Burliogame'a ball be 
writes : "Oh I if yon had aeen the 
women nt our ball I They cutne half 
undrcsKCiJ ; that is to aay tlio upper 
part of ttio body was wholly oxposj 
od, but they nru j 'uIdus of ahowing 
ihoir feet, and soein to deairo to hide the 
floor also, bb each woman drags about 
with her a long robe, on which it is 
not etiquotlo to plaeo your ahoo. Their 
oyoa are painted round [not all of them,] 
and thoy uso coloring for tbo l'p« and a 
pearl powder for various espoaed ecc- 
tions of tho franao. They purchaao the 
hair of tbe dead, and urtista work it 
into the various designs ; then the wo- 
men put it on their boads with flowers ; 
and yol they are not a dirty peoplo. 
Tho hi^fhxoasto women arc allowed 
every liconso. At our ftto they wuro 
clasped round tbo wnist by men they 
knew not, and danced with painful 
vigor, for it waa hot.'' 

TbeApostlca* Creedi 

The precise origin ot this aimplest and 
most ancient of ull the creeds Is involved in 
some uaeeitainty, and has long bean a matter 
of dinputo among learned theologians. It is 
at last certain that ita universal use in the 
Church may be traced back, if not lo the 
apoatol'G age itself, yet to that immedistt-ly 
sncceediog; and there is a very old tradition 
that each of tho twelve artioles ol tho creed 
was composed by an apostolic anlbor.

How THE I^AoiFio Islands weke 
Poi'Ui,A.TBD. — .Oapt. Nyo, of tho bark 
William Rotch, recently resoned a nnra- 
berof Japanese Baaraen, who bad been 
shipwreokod on tho Island ot St. Peters, 
abont iiOOO miles westward of tho 
Hawaiian group, and two-thirtls that 
distanco from the Jiipanoae group. The 
master and a nart of the crow going 
ashore to hunt for albatross' eggs, dis- 
covered sovon Japan'so sailors, who 
had boon on the Island oighteen months. 
From remiuiia found on tho inland, it 
was .nnnifost that many other crows had 
boon wrnckod, and had livod thero for 
years. Tho Commercial Advertiser finds 
in this incidont fresh oontiriDation of 
the theory that the Hawaiian uroap 
was originally peopled in the samo way. 
A part coming from the JiipaiicHn group, 
o'liorflfrom tho South i'acifio I'<land8, 
iiiid pi'obalily somo from iho main land. 
As rod wood loga hnvo drifted over 
from this coast and lodgod on tha shoroa 
of th3 Hawaiian Islands, it la not 
diOioult to anppoBo that human wiiif.i 
might hnvo boon cast up in the sarno way. 
Tho identity of raoo wonid bo lost by 
this conimiiigliiig of two or ihreo rucos. 
And this is just what bus happened in 
tho Hawaiian groap ; aUhougb many 
snpposo that tbo charaoteriatios of tbe 
Malays and Japanese are so prominent 
in tho original stock as to iodicate its 
origin.
